On Sunday night, 1 November 1959, he heard a radio broadcast 
relative to his hal?-brother, LEE HARVEY OSWALD, who had allegedly 
turred in his passport to American Embassy officials in sioscow, 
USSR, stating the intantion of renouncirg his U, Ss. citizenship. 
PIC stated that he had been to the Chaplain, Tachikawa Air Base, 
who suggested that he report to this office. PIC stated that 
OSWALD is his hal?-brother, TC 

bit | He identified his family as follows: 


Father: EDWARD JCHN PIC (address unknown; my be livire 
in Louisiana.) 
Mother: lea. MARGUERITE OSWALD (address urknown, Fort 


Worth, Tsxas.) 

Fal?-Brother; ROBERT L. OSWALD, 7313 Davenport Street, 
Port Worth, Texas. This brother ts merried 
and is a student at TCU. 

Half-Brother: LEE HARVEY CSWALD (address unknown; forzerly 
from Fort Worth, Texas) (Former U. S. Marine) 
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PIC related that he last saw his brother LEE apsroximately 6} = © 
years ago (spring or summer of 1953) when LEZ was about 13 years re 
old, At that time, LEB and his motber resided in New York City and 9 22: 


PIC was in the U. S. Coast Guard stationed nearby. 
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He described LEE as a moody and bitter youngster, and attibutad 
this bitterness to his nother’s personality. PIC said he has 
received only one letter from LEE and that vas about two yearscago ; 
when LEX first joined the tarine Corps, Ha related thak bs planned 
to answer the letter, but the return address vas illegibls, and he 
has rever corresponded with LEE. 


When questioned as to the motives LEE might have for his conten 
plated renunciation of citizenship, PIC stated that his mother had 
experienced an accident at her place of work ard he beliaved that 
she requested the Marine Corps officials to discharge LEE in order 
that be might support and take care of her. LEE was reoortedly- 
very much attached to the tarins Corns and planned to makes ita 
career, However, since LES is a minor, his mother might have been 
successiul in ber request and perhaps LEZ was resentful for being 
Forced out oF Ris chosen career. PIC related that LES was not 
schedulsd to be discharged normally until Lecember 19539. PIC also 
believed that LiS might have been influenced by the actions of tyro 
other Arericarns who renounced their citizenship in recent nonths 
and whose actions were widely publicized, 


PIC related that, to his knowledge, LEE had never been to Europe 
before, nor had he ever had any acquaintances or contacts there. Ha 
Said that be G@id not Know LES’s position in the larins Corps, or 
whether he had access to classified materials or areas while a menber 
of the military, but believed LEE dces not possess any tachnical 


knowledge whatscever,. 


PIC stated that he has obtained the above information concernirg 
LES by lattex from his brother ROBERT and personally from a cousin, 
Miss MARILYN MURRETT, who is avtsacher in Japan and resides ina 
hotel (name unknown) in ‘Miss MURRETT is from | 
New Orleans, Louisiana and is the daughter of his mother’s sister.
